Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961,  which 
has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No,  1/62, 

In  the  period  under  review*  the  vital  statistics  show  no  great  variation  from 

the  previous  year.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  which  was 

18,03  compared  with  17  23  in  I960:  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  which  was  25,77  compared  with  33,23  in  I960;  there  was  a  slight 

increase  in  the  death  rate  which  was  13>  52  compared  with  13  36  in  1960, 

Infectious  diseases  notifications  showed  an  increase  which  was  related  mainly 
to  measles  and  whooping  cough.  There  were  three  cases  of  poliomyelitis.,  two 
paralytic  and  one  non»--paralytic.  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  whooping 
cough  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  for  eleven  years,  This  is 
gratifying  but  should  not  give  rise  to  any  complacency.  The  immunisation 
programmes  which  have  been  pursued  in  respect  of  diphtheria*  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  and  poliomyelitis,  must  be  actively  maintained. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  notifications  showed  an  increase  during  the  year. 
This  increase  may  in  some  measure  be  related  to  the  outcome  of  the  Survey  of  the 
southern  aspect  of  the  town  which  was  undertaken  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit,  A  copy  of  this  Survey  is  included  and  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Rimington, 
the  Medical  Director,  for  this*  Six  deaths  were  recorded  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  This  figure,  which  one  would  like  to  see  further  reduced,  is  a 
small  figure  when  one  compares  it  with  the  mortality  rates  for  cancer,  vascular 
diseases  and  bronchitis.  It  might  well  be  that  activity  towards  control  of 
these  conditions  could  be  effected  by  synergistic  action  of  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician,  the  General  Practitioners,  and  the  Local  Authority  Services.  If 
something  approaching  a  ''Bronchitis  Clinic*  could  be  evolved  this  might  assist 
in  controlling  pulmonary  and  cardiac  handicaps.  Health  Education  and  Clean 
Air  campaigns  could  be  valuable  supplements  to  clinical  methods  and  therapeutic 
agents. 

The  sickness  rate  generally  throughout  the  year  showed  an  Increase  over  the 
previous  year,  as  judged  by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Certificates,  The 
peak  period  was  in  January  when  influenza  was  prevalent. 

The  slum  clearance  scheme  has  been  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  programme 
planned  and  during  the  year  four  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  programme  has  been  fairly  heavy  during 
the  year  and  is  keeping  pace  with  the  envisaged  scheme.  During  the  year  two 
further  smoke  control  areas  were  confirmed  -  Cheadle  Heath/Bridgehall ,  and 
Edgeley  Park.. 
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The  Chiropody  Service  fulfills  a  very  great  need  and  the  volume  of  work  has 
steadily  increased  throughout  1961,  It  is  becoming  essential  to  make  certain 
that  there  is  no  abuse  of  the  Service  due  to  the  heavy  demands  for  domiciliary 
treatment  which  could  well  be  undertaken  at  the  clinic  sessions. 

The  increase  in  the  demand  for  all  community  care  services  add  each  year  to 
the  volume  of  work  in  these  departments  and  it  is  hoped  that  staff  recruitment 
will  be  able  to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  Services  and  so  enable  all  the 
anticipated  programmes  to  be  fulfilled. 

The  Mental  Health  Service  is  gaining  momentum  and  the  association  of  the 
Department  with  the  Hospital  Psychiatric  Service  is  tremendously  helpful. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  has  now  been  established  in  Ponsonby  House  since  May 
and  seems  to  be  working  very  well  from  the  new  headquarters.  The  frequent 
meetings  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Service,  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  the 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  the  Hospital  Almoners,  are  very  profitable. 

During  the  year  building  projects  which  have  been  undertaken  are,  the  Ambulance 
Depot,  which  will  be  opened  this  year  somewhere  about  September,  and  the  North 
Reddish  Clinic  which  opened  on  the  21st  March,  1962, 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
loyal  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upnn  them, 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  all  the  various  committees  for  their  consideration  and 
encouragement  at  all  times.

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SECTION  II 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

(a)  (i)  Water 

The  water  supply  of  Stockport  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Water  Undertaking,  which  has  a  statutory  area  of  82  square  miles.  It  also 
provides  supplies  in  bulk  to  other  areas. 

The  total  area  supplied  with  water  is  134  square  miles,  with  an  estimated 
population  in  1961  of  313,292,  the  average  daily  consumption  being  13,305,000 
gallons. 

For  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  March,  the  estimated  population  supplied  in 
bulk  was  49,082  with  an  average  daily  consumption  of  1,963,000  gallons.  The 
estimated  population  supplied  in  detail  was  264,210  with  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  11,132,000  gallons,  equal  to  42.13  gallons  per  head  per  day, 
32.80  gallons  being  unmetered  (i.e.  Domestic)  and  9.33  gallons  metered  (i.e. 
Trade). 

For  the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December,  the  estimated  population  supplied 
in  bulk  was  62,048  with  an  average  daily  consumption  of  2,576,000  gallons. 
The  estimated  population  supplied  in  detail  was  251,244  with  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  10,799,000  gallons,  equal  to  42.  98  gallons  per  head  per  day,  33.04 
gallons  being  unmetered  (i.e.  Domestic)  and  9.94  gallons  metered  (i.e.  Trade). 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  (a)  in  quality,  and  (b)  in  quantity. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly 
of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 
Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

(iii)  The  raw  water,  deriving  as  it  does  from  upland  sources,  tends  to  contain 
organic  acids  in  small  amounts,  but  potential  plumbo- solvent  action  in 
the  distribution  system  is  completely  prevented  by  treating  the  raw  water 
with  lime  at  the  water  purification  plant.  The  treated  water  has  a  pH 
value  of  about  7,9  and  so  has  no  pi umbo- solvent  action. 

(iv)  The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plants  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 

(v)  48,409  dwelling-houses  with  a  population  of  142,080  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.  No  domestic  supplies  are  given 

by  standpipe. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  whole  of  the  property  in  the  developed  areas  of  the  borough  are  sewered 
with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  Offerton  Road  area  which  at  present  are  on 
septic  tanks,  but  some  of  the  old  main  branch  sewers  are  overloaded  in  the  time 
of  heavy  storm,  especially  the  Adswood  High  Level  Sewer  and  the  Reddish  Outfall 
Sewer.  The  main  trunk  sewers  in  the  town  centre  and  the  outfall  to  the  sewage 
purification  works  are  adequate. 
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In  view  of  the  increased  dry  weather  flow  over  the  last  few  years,  the  present 
sewage  purification  wo  lies  are  barely  of  sufficient  capacity  to  give  a  regularly 
satisfactory  effluent.  The  time  is  approaching  when  consideration  will  have  to 
be  given  to  installing  additional  clarifiers,  aeration  units  and  sludge  drying 
beds.

During  the  year  231  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made, 

(v)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

Samples  of  swimming  bath  water  are  taken  regularly  from  the  Public  Baths  and 
also  from  a  private  swimming  pool  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  during 
the  year  24  sanples  were  taken.  These  samples  are  sent  to  the  group  laboratory 
of  the  Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  analytical 
examination,  and  were  found  to  be  consistently  good  throughout  the  year,  the 
bathers  being  able  to  enjoy  a  highly  satisfactory  bath  water.  The  report  is 
forwarded  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  who  provides  the  Baths  Superinten¬ 
dent  with  a  copy  of  the  report  for  information. 

(vi)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bags 

During  the  year  17  Corporation  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs. 
All  the  houses  were  treated  with  D.  D. T.  or  other  insecticide. 

In  the  case  of  rehousing  of  families  into  Corporation  houses,  the  furniture 
and  bedding  from  344  houses  were  disinfested,, 

In  the  case  of  privately-owned  houses  12  cases  of  bug  infestation  were 
investigated  and  treated  with  D.D.  T.  or  other  insecticide, 

(vii)  premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws  or 
Regulations 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.  There  is  1  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  Borough  to 
which  30  visits  were  paid  during  the  year.

135  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  There  are  in  the  Borough  g  premises  in  which  one  or  other 
of  the  offensive  trades  is  carried  on9  and  25  visits  were  made  to  these  premises 
during  the  year,

The  following  clearance  areas  were  declared  during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  were  awaiting  embodiment  in  a  compulsory  purchase  order  :  -  King  Street 
West  (No.  4)  Wood  Street  (Nos.  1  and  2)  and  East  Street  Clearance  Areas,  1961. 
These  areas  include  140  unfit  properties. 

Action  was  also  taken  to  secure  the  closing  or  demolition  of  104  individual 
unfit  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough.

8  private  slaughterhouses  are  being  used  for  slaughtering  purposes  and 
these  additional  centres  have  led  to  an  increase  in  the  work  of  meat  inspection. 
In  spite  of  a  shortage  of  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors,  all  carcases  and 
offals  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  have  been  inspected. 

2,065  visits  of  inspection  to  slaughterhouses  were  made,  as  compared  with  1,801 
during  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  was  necessary 
owing  to  an  increase  of  7S281  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  52,743  in 
1960  and  60,024  in  1961. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat  have  been  maintained  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

A  total  of  3,438  inspections  have  been  made  to  premises  used  for  the  preparation, 
storage  and  sale  of  food. 

463  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage,  or  sale  of  ice¬ 
cream  and  these  have  received  regular  supervision  during  the  past  year. 

Meat  is  collected  from  all  slaughterhouses  by  local  contractors  and  processing 
is  carried  out  under  supervision.

(a)  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including  Tuberculosis, 
notified  during  1961,  was  2,180  as  compared  with  776  for  1960  and  1,300  during 
1959. 


Smallpox 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

89  cases  were  notified  in  1961,  as  compared  with  166  in  I960.  No  deaths  were 
reported. 


Diphtheria 

For  the  eleventh  year  in  succession,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified, 
The  accompanying  table  shows  the  remarkable  decline  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
over  the  past  few  years,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  immunisation  campaign 
which  has  been  carried  on  continuously  during  this  period.

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

1*900  cases  of  Measles  and  30  of  Whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  276  and  155  respectively  for  1960. 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  3  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  1961  (two  paralytic  and  one 
non-paralytic)  compared  with  no  cases  in  1960. 
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Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  the  year  for  the  age 
group  6  months  to  40  years  and  in  addition  those  above  40  years  who  by  virtue  of 
their  work  are  brought  into  contact  with  the  public.  The  following  vaccinations 
were  carried  out  during  the  period  under  review.

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers 

There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever.  12  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were 
notified,  seven  of  which  were  admitted  to  Cherry  Tree  Hospital. 


Terminal  Disinfection 

Terminal  Disinfection  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  discontinued  in  March, 
1950,  with  the  exception  of  smallpox,  tuberculosis,  and  the  enteric  fevers. 
This  has  not  resulted  in  any  significant  increase  in  the  infectious  disease  rate. 
The  disinfection  of  library  books  is  still  carried  out  in  order  to  comply  with 
Section  155  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Terminal  Disinfection  is  also  carried  out  in  certain  cases  of  non- infectious 
disease,  when  requested,  a  charge  of  10s.  6d.  being  made,  except  in  the  case  of 
cancer. 


Food  Poisoning 

During  1961,  9  notifications  in  respect  of  pood  Poisoning  were  received.

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(c)  VACCINATION 


In  accordance  with  a  Ministry  recommendation,  the  Vaccination  proposals  under 
Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  have  been  amended,  to 
include  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  and  re- vaccination  of  certain  classes 
of  workers,  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Authority,  either  in  individual  cases  by 
general  practitioner (s)  or  at  specially  arranged  sessions. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  vaccinations  and  re- vaccinations  performed 
in  the  Borough  have  shown  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Propaganda 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  by  means  of  posters,  leaflets  and 
personal  persuasion  by  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 
In  spite  of  all  efforts  the  response  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  there  is  still 
room  for  considerable  improvement,  particularly  in  the  case  of  children  under 
one  year. 

Vaccinations  and  Inoculations  have  also  been  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  to  meet  the  requirements  of  business  representatives 
travelling  abroad  on  behalf  of  their  employers.

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(e)  BURIAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  BODIES 

In  May,  1958,  the  responsibility  for  this  service  was  transferred  to  the 
Welfare  Department.  The  Hospital  Management  Committee  has  power  to  arrange  and 
pay  for  the  funerals  of  unclaimed  bodies,  where  such  deaths  occur  in  hospital. 


(f)  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

The  Council’ s  responsibility  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Bl ind  is  exercised  through  the  Wei  fare  Committee, 
under  a  scheme  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  27th  May,  1949. 

The  number  of  blind  and  partially-sighted  persons  on  the  register  in  the 
Borough  on  the  31st  December,  1961,  was  260  and  43  respectively.  All  persons 
before  registration  are  examined  and  certified  to  be  blind  or  parti  ally- sighted 
by  an  ophthalmologist  of  consultant  status. 

Blind  persons  are  taught  to  read  books  in  Braille  and  Moon  Type  by  two  Home 
Teachers  who  have  passed  the  examination  of  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind. 
These  teachers,  appointed  by  the  Welfare  Committee,  also  assist  blind  persons  in 
pastime  occupations  and  generally  help  to  promote  their  welfare. 

Stockport  participates  in  a  Placement  Service’  organised  by  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind.  Under  this  scheme  the  capabilities  of  each  blind 
person  are  assessed  and  suitable  cases  are  referred  to  an  appropriate  centre  for 
rehabilitation,  followed  by  a  course  of  industrial  training.  The  Special 
Placement  Officers  of  the  Institute,  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Authority’s 
Chief  Welfare  Officer  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  classify  the  person  as  suitable 
for  open  industry  or  sheltered  employment.  Persons  placed  in  open  industry 
become  self-reliant  and  self-supporting. 

For  those  less  capable  employment  in  special  workshops  is  found.  The  Welfare 
Services  Department  has  workshops  at  7,  St.  Petersgate,  Stockport,  and  29  persons 
are  employed. 

The  earnings  o f  thse  workers  are  augmented  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  by  the 
Welfare  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Local  Authority’s 
Advisory  Committee  on  the  conditions  of  service  of  blind  workers. 

The  main  trades  are  those  of  Brush  and  Basket  making,  but  Chair  Seating, 
Knitwear  and  Firewood  production  are  also  carried  on.  Door  mats  and  a  variety 
of  other  articles  are  obtainable  from  the  shop. 

Facilities  are  available  for  blind  persons  to  carry  out  work  in  their  own  homes. 

The  general  social  welfare  of  the  blind  is  provided  directly  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  or  by  arrangements  with  the  various  local  and  national  organisations. 
Blind  persons  are  assisted  and  encouraged  to  make  use  of  any  general  and  preventive 
medical  treatment  which  they  may  require.  Embossed  literature  is  provided, 
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social  and  handicraft  classes  are  held  and  a  special  chiropody  and  domestic  help 
service  is  provided. 

The  following  table,  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
2/54,  dated  22nd  January,  1954,  gives  details  of  the  incidence  and  follow-up  of 
blind  and  partially- sighted  persons  in  the  Borough  during  1961.

(e)  Health  Visitors 

Though  no  individual  Health  Visitor  is  attached  to  a  particular  General 
Practitioner,  or  group  practice,  in  the  town,  the  Health  Visitors  are  acquainted 
with  the  doctors,  who  serve  the  areas  in  which  they  work,  and  co-operation  has 
been  maintained. 

Health  Visitors  feel  free  to  call  on  doctors  or  get  in  touch  with  them  by 
telephone  when  difficulties  arise,  and  the  General  Practitioners  know  that  the 
Health  Visitors  are  ready  to  assist  with  any  family,  or  families,  whose  problems 
they  feel  can  be  relieved  by  such  assistance. 

Such  co-operation  has  been  of  particular  use  in  the  case  of  the  increasing 
number  of  elderly  people  in  need  of  help  and  supervision  and  also  of  young 
mothers  with  domestic  or  infant  feeding  problems. 

There  is  a  close  liaison  between  the  Hospital  almoners  and  the  Health  Visitors, 

Health  Visitors  are  informed  when  patients  requiring  supervision  are  to  be 
discharged  from  hospital,  and  are  also  frequently  asked  to  visit  the  patient’s 
home  prior  to  discharge  to  discuss  arrangements  for  his  care  on  return  there. 

In  the  case  of  elderly  people,  fortnightly  case  conferences  are  held,  which 
are  attended  by  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  The  Superintendent  of  the  Home 
Nurses,  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  The  Almoner  concerned  and  a  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  Welfare  Services  Department  to  discuss  admission  and  discharge  of 
patients  and  particular  problems  which  they  present.

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Children’ s 
Homes  in  the  Borough  and  visits  are  made  at  periodic  intervals,  also  special 
visits  where  necessary, 

(g)  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

23  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  12  centres.  The  number  of  new  cases  entered 
in  the  registers  was  2,190,  the  total  weighings  37,578, 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  each  toddler  can  receive  a  thorough  examination 
each  year,  on  the  lines  of  the  periodic  School  Medical  Inspection,  In  1961, 
1,715  toddlers  received  such  an  examination,  compared  with  1,657  in  I960,  There 
is  still  room  for  expansion  in  this  work,  and  parents  do  not  yet  fully  appreciate 
the  value  of  this  routine  medical  inspection. 

Three  part-time  Physiotherapists  attend  at  four  of  the  Welfare  Centres,  Two 
sessions  a  week  for  sunlight  and  massage  are  held  at  Ponsonby  House  and  Brinnington 
Clinics  and  one  session  for  massage  only  at  Heaton  Chapel  and  Ponsonby  House 
Clinics  and  at  Reddish  Clinic0 

During  the  year  under  review  33  children  under  5  years  and  76  school  children 
attended  for  sunlight  and  1859  treatments  were  given,  121  children  under  5  years 
attended  for  massage  and  the  number  of  treatments  given  to  these  children  was 
2065  c

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(h)  Immunisation 

(i)  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  provided  at  all  Infant  Welfare 
Centres. 

During  the  year  1961,  150  children  under  five  years  received  Primary  Diphtheria 
Immunisation,  and  47  reinforcing  doses  (these  children  have  been  previously 
immunised). 

None  of  these  children  were  Schick  tested. 

Table  on  Page  59  gives  comprehensive  figures  of  children  immunised  from 
1933”  1961. 

( ii)  Triple  Antigen-Diphtheria-Tetanus-Pertussis 

In  July  1954  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  was 
started,  using  the  triple  antigen. 

This  reduces  the  number  of  inoculations  required  and  there  is  the  additional 
protection  against  Tetanus,

(i)  Treatment  ©f  the  P re- School  Child 

(i)  Co-operation  of  School  Health  Service 

During  the  year  under  review  the  School  Health  Service  co-operated  whole¬ 
heartedly  with  the  Child  Welfare  Service,  providing  facilities  for  Intelligence 
tests,  Dental  Treatment  and  Eye  Testing  for  the  pre-school  child.  Appoint¬ 
ments  have  also  been  made  for  pre-school  children  to  attend  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  sessions  at  the  School  Clinic. 

(ii)  Provision  for  the  Treatment  of  Verminous  Heads  in  the  Pre-School 
Child 

In  the  course  of  home  visitation  by  Health  Visitors  9  3  cases  of  infested 
heads  were  discovered  during  the  year  and  the  facilities  for  treatment  were 
provided  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  by  the  Supply  of  hair 
shampoo  and  the  loan  of  a  sacker  comb.  Remedy  was  speedily  effected. 

(iii)  Phenylketonuria 

Tests  for  Phenylketonuria  are  now  being  carried  out  with  phenistix  on  the  wet- 
nappies  of  all  babies  between  3  and  8  weeks  old,  both  at  home  and  at  Welfare 
Clinics,  No  positive  reactor  was  investigated. 


(m)  DENTAL  TREATMENT 
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Treatment  of  some  mothers  will  continue  in  1962, 


(j)  The  Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

The  Committee  again  rendered  valuable  assistance  at  the  Welfare  Centres  during 
the  year.  Classes  were  also  held  for  the  purpose  of  giving  mothers  Instruction 
in  cooking,  sewing,  dressmaking,  home  nursing  and  child  management. 

The  Committee  give  financial  assistance  for  convalescence  accommodation  for 
mothers  with  their  babies. 

The  work  undertaken  by  this  Committee  is  greatly  appreciated, 

(k)  Supply  ©f  Dried  Milk 

Various  proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  are  sold  at  the  Clinics  at  cost 
price  plus  ten  per  cent,  for  handling  charges.  The  amount  supplied  is  restricted 
to  the  quantity  required  by  the  individual  child. 

41,854  lbs,  of  dried  milk  have  been  supplied  this  year  as  compared  with  29,796 
lbs,  in  I960,  and  39,849  units  of  other  foods  as  compared  with  27,586  units  in 
1960.

Certain  of  the  children  have  been  undergoing  treatment  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital 
and  the  Stockport  Infirmary,  and  all  cases  have  been  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors. 

(ii)  Blind  Children 

One  blind  baby  and  one  partially  blind  baby  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  this 
Department  during  the  past  year. 

(o)  Home  Accidents 

The  arrangement  commenced  in  June  1952,  under  which  Stockport  Infirmary 
undertook  to  notify  the  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  bums  and  scalds, 
as  a  result  of  accidents,  was  continued  during  the  year. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  follow-up  of  cases  by  a  Health  Visitor  when 
information  regarding  these  accidents  is  received  by  the  Health  Department. 

Quite  a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents  could  have  been  avoided,  if  even 
the  most  elementary  precautions  had  been  taken,  particularly  so  in  the  case 
of  children. 

Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  pay  follow-up  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
involved  in  accidents,  offering  advice  to  ensure  the  avoidance  of  a  repetition 
of  such  accidents. 

During  normal  routine  visits  the  Health  Visitors  have  also  stressed  to  the 
parents  the  absolute  necessity  of  taking  all  possible  precautions  to  avoid 
accidents  happening  in  the  home  and  have  been  frequently  called  upon  to  give 
advice  on  treatment  in  cases  where  accidents  have  already  taken  place.

(B)  ffllBWIFEEI 

(s)  Municipal  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  4  Midwifery  Groups,  3  groups  of  3  Midwives  and  one 
group  of  4.  The  Midwives  of  each  group  relieve  one  another  by  each  taking  one 
in  three  midwifery  calls. 

There  are  6  part-time  Maternity  Nurses  who  undertake  nursings,  thus  enabling 
the  Midwife  to  concentrate  upon  the  confinement  and  to  have  adequate  rest. 
There  is  a  daily  T)ff  duty41  period  of  4  hours  each  day  which  is  rarely  interfered 
with  and  the  Midwives  have  rejected  the  suggestion  of  a  "Night  Rota7  system, 
preferring  to  have  daily  time  off  duty.

(b)  Supervision  of  Midwives 

During  the  year  66  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough,  These  include  45  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  and  3  at  Nursing  Homes, 

There  were  no  applications  by  Midwives  for  Medical  assistance  in  1961  compared 
with  6  in  1960,  279  applications  were  made  in  cases  where  a  doctor  had  been 

engaged  under  the  National  Health  Service, 

(c)  Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes 

5  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1961,  These  Homes 
are  inspected  at  four-monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid  to  premises, 
equipment  and  registers, 

(d)  Care  of  Premature  Babies 
(i)  Domiciliary  Deliveries 

The  premature  child  is  nursed  at  home  if  its  condition  is  satisfactory.  Special 
draught-proof  cots  are  provided  by  the  Health  Department  with  hot  water  bottles 
and  blankets  and  other  necessary  equipment.  The  midwife  attending  the  case 
devotes  extra  time  and  care  to  the  child  and  continues  visiting  until  the  baby 
is  progressing  normally.  Training  for  midwives  in  the  care  of  premature  babies 
is  available  at  the  Duchess  of  York  Hospital,  Bum  age. 

Any  premature  baby  which  is  considered  to  be  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  is 
removed  by  ambulance.  The  baby  travels  in  a  special  cot  under  the  care  of  the 
midwife  and  oxygen  is  available  for  use  during  the  journey.

(ii)  Hospital  Deliveries 

Premature  babies  bom  in  hospital  are  detained  until  their  condition  is  satis¬ 
factory  and  notice  of  their  impending  discharge  is  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Particulars  of  feeding  and  any  special  recommendations  are  also 
conveyed  to  the  Department.  Such  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitor 
of  the  District  in  which  the  child  resides.

(e)  Blood  Investigation 

Blood  investigations  were  carried  out  on  all  cases  attending  ante-natal  clinics 
during  the  year.  Blood  was  investigated  for  Rhesus  classification,  Wasserman 
reaction  and  Haemoglobin,  levels. 


During  the  year  945  women  were  found  to  be  Rhesus  Positive  and  157  Rhesus 
Negative.  Antibodies  were  found  in  only  6  of  these  women.  They  were  all 
transferred  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  the  babies  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  Wasserman  tests  carried  out  during  the  year  was  1, 489.  8 
positive  Wr.  results  were  obtained  from  this  group  and  these  patients  were 
referred  to  the  Special  Clinic  for  further  investigation. 

Haemoglobin  Level  (Method,  Haldane) 

2,471  Haemoglobin  estimations  were  made.  The  following  table  gives  an  analysis 
of  Haemoglobin  levels  in  this  group.

All  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  take  iron  tablets  during  the  last  few 
months  of  pregnancy.  Those  with  low  Haemoglobins  are  treated  throughout  the 
pregnancy.

{ f )  Relaxation  Classes 

Relaxation  classes  for  natural  childbirth  commenced  in  April,  1957,  at 
Churchgate  Welfare  Centre,  and  in  October,  1959  a  weekly  session  was  commenced 
at  Heaton  Chapel  Welfare  Centre.  Since  July  1960,  the  relaxation  classes  have 
been  held  in  Ponsonby  House  where  570  expectant  mothers  made  1692  attendances. 

(f)  Awte-Natal  Care  related  to  Toxaemia 

Mothers- to-be  are  advised  to  book  either  a  doctor  or  midwife  early  in  the 
pregnancy.  On  every  visit  to  the  Ante-natal  clinic  the  mother  is  weighed,  urine 
tested  and  blood  pressure  recorded.  Advice  concerning  diet  and  general  hygiene 
is  given  and  in  the  event  of  an  excessive  gain  in  weight  the  mother  is  advised 
regarding  a  special  diet. 

Increase  in  blood  pressure,  albumen  in  urine  and  weight  gain  is  immediately 
notified  to  her  doctor  either  by  telephone  or  by  letter,  the  patient  being  told 
to  go  to  bed  and  await  doctor’s  orders.  The  midwife  visits  daily  and  records 
blood  pressure  if  needed. 

In  cases  where  the  mother,  on  attending  clinic,  is  found  to  have  excessive 
toxic  characteristics,  she  is,  with  her  consent,  taken  from  the  clinic  to  the 
maternity  hospital  by  ambulance. 

All  clinic  defaulters  are  followed  up  by  the  midwife  booked  for  the  confinement. 
Monthly  visits  are  made  to  the  patient's  home  by  the  midwife  after  the  sixth 
month  of  pregnancy,  monthly  visits  to  the  Ante-natal  clinic  up  to  the  seventh 
month  of  pregnancy,  and  every  two  weeks  to  the  eighth  month  then  weekly  until 
delivery.  The  midwife  will  visit  between  these  clinic  attendances  if  necessary. 

(h)  Family  Planning  Clinic 

Premises  for  clinic  purposes  are  made  available,  rent  free,  to  the  Family 

Planning  Association  at  Ponsonby  House,  by  the  Stockport  Borough  Council.  One 

♦ 

afternoon  and  two  evening  clinics  are  conducted  each  week.  .  The  Medical  and 
ancillary  staffing  of  these  clinics  is  undertaken  as  a  direct  responsibility  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association. 
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(€)  HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

The  administration  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  has  now  been  transferred  from 
39,  Greek  Street  to  the  new  Health  Department,  where  provision  has  been  made  for 
a  Clinical  room,  Nurses  Briefing  room,  and  an  Appliance  and  Cleansing  room. 
The  public  seem  to  have  become  accustomed  to  the  new  arrangements  and  the  Service 
is  now  running  smoothly. 

The  Nurses  report  twice  daily  to  the  Centre  for  briefing  and  to  give  reports 
of  patients’  conditions  to  the  Superintendent.  A  member  of  the  staff  is 
available  at  the  Centre  until  7,30  p.  m,  and  on  duty  until  10  p.  m.  or  later  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  to  emergency  calls  and  giving  nursing  attention  to  very 
ill  patients  requiring  late  evening  injections.  In  the  case  of  night  duty  a 
nurse  is  "on  call’  for  special  emergency. 

The  Centre  has  been  approved  for  District  Nurse  Training  and  we  continue  to 
use  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nurse  Training  Course,  The  practical 
training  is  given  from  the  Centre  and  the  Students  attend  Manchester  for  lectures. 
Students  passing  the  examination  qualify  for  the  National  Certificate  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  addition  to  the  certificate  of  the  Queen’s  Institute 
of  District  Nursing.  During  the  year  four  students  have  completed  the  course 
and  three  were  successful  in  passing  the  examination,  the  results  of  one  is 
awaited. 

The  Domiciliary  Home  Nursing  Service  is  augmented  by  the  services  of  3  full¬ 
time  and  one  part-time  Bathing  Attendants.  They  are  strong  motherly  types  with 
some  nursing  experience  butno  qualifications  and  deal  with  the  elderly  and  infirm 
patients.  They  have  proved  very  successful  and  relieve  the  trained  staff  of 
some  of  the  chronic  work.  The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase. 

The  Voluntary  Committee,  through  the  funds  of  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing 
Association  continue  to  supply  full  size  sheets  for  loan  to  the  elderly  sick  and 
infirm.  They  have  also  undertaken  to  pay  for  all  laundry  used  by  these  patients 
where  difficulty  arises  in  obtaining  clean  linen.  Blankets  and  night  wear  have 
been  provided  in  necessitous  cases. 

Transport 

The  Superintendent  and  one  nurse  use  their  own  cars  for  which  casual  user 
Motor  Car  allowance  is  paid. 

One  nurse  uses  her  own  motor  scooter,  five  use  motor- assisted  cycles,  and 
nine  use  bicycles  for  which  a  small  allowance  is  paid  to  the  nurse.  The 
remainder  of  the  staff  use  public  conveyances  and  are  reimbursed.

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Nursing  Equipment 

1,455  articles  of  nursing  equipment  have  been  issued  to  patients  in  their 
own  homes.  More  articles  have  remained  out  on  loan  for  longer  periods.  This 

is  due  to  a  greater  number  of  elderly  and  chronic  patients  taking  advantage  of 
this  service. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  loan  was  made  to  ease  the  work  of  the  Home 
Nurse  in  her  routine  nursing  care  of  the  patient. 

No  charge  was  made  for  the  loan  of  articles,  all  having  been  provided  by 
the  voluntary  committee  of  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association, 

The  equipment  available  for  use  includes  : 

Bed-pans,  Bed- rests,  Bed  cradles,  Bed  blocks.  Bed  tables,  Bunlopillo  Mattresses, 
Dunlopillo  Rings,  Air  rings,  Douche  apparatus,  Crutches,  Commodes,  Cotton  Draw 
Sheets,  Hot  Water  Bottles,  Feeding  cups,  Raising  apparatus,  Rubber  Sheets* 
Tan- sad  Invalid  chairs,  Sand  bags,  Splints,  Steam  kettles,  Walking  aids,  2 Oxford 
Hoists,  1  St.  Benedicts  Bed  Chair,  5  McCullagh  Combined  Commodes,  3  Quadruped 
Sticks* 

Blankets,  sheets,  night-dresses,  pyjamas,  and  extra  nourishment  have  also  been 
given  to  elderly  and  Tuberculosis  patients,  by  the  voluntary  committee,  and  120 
parcels  which  included  food,  bath  towels,  Nightwear  or  bed  linen,  were  distributed 
to  elderly  sick  poor  patients  at  Christmas*  Supplies  of  coal  were  also  provided 
where  necessary* 

(D)  DOMESTIC  HELP  SEEfICE 

On  the  31st  December,  1961,  the  staff  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  consisted 
of  one  Organiser  and  one  Deputy  Organiser,  7  full-time  Domestic  Helps  and  99

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There  is  no  doubt  that  the  demand  which  has  been  made  on  this  service  during 
the  year  indicates  that  there  is  need  for  expansion,  and  from  the  details  in  the 
statistical  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  growing  demand  on  this 
Service  particularly  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  elderly.  The  following 
financial  summary  gives  a  complete  account  of  the  cost  of  the  Service  and 
indicates  that  there  is  a  fairly  high  degree  of  financial  recovery  in  relation 
to  the  maternity  cases.

Hie  cost  of  this  Service  to  the  individual  is  dictated  by  a  scale  which  is  laid 
down  by  the  National  Assistance  Board.  In  very  many  instances  because  of  the 
poor  financial  circumstances  of  many  people  who  request  this  service,  they  may 
apply  for  reduction  in  fee  and  are  assessed  according  to  their  income. 

There  is  no  doubt  from  the  information  which  reaches  the  Department  through 
the  general  medical  practitioners  and  health  visitors,  that  this  Service,  even 
although  at  present  excellent  in  quality,  will  have  to  be  strengthened  numerically 
in  order  that  it  may  be  able  to  face  the  demands  on  it  in  the  coming  years. 

The  expansion  of  the  Service  will  probably  entail  the  employment  of  more 
part-time  workers,  and  recently  more  people  have  come  forward  to  offer  their 
services  for  this  type  of  work.  This  increase  in  the  number  of  staff,  both 
full-time  and  part-time,  together  with  the  number  of  additional  cases  which 
will  be  taken  on,  will,  no  doubt,  be  an  additional  strain  on  the  administrative 
machinery  in  connection  with  this  Service  and  it  may  well  be  that  this  position 
will  have  to  be  kept  under  constant  review.

SECTION  VII 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
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SECTION  VII 
Mental  Health  Service 

(a)  Administration 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  to  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
administration  of  this  Service,  the  day- tp- day  work  of  which  is  carried  out  to  a 
large  extent  by  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  (two  male  and  one  female).  In 
addition,  six  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  are  approved  under  Section 
28  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  for  the  purpose  of  making  medical  recommenda¬ 
tions. 

A  close  and  friendly  liaison  exists  between  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  - 

(i)  Other  Corporation  Department s :  Information  and  advice  are  freely 
interchanged  between  the  Health  Department  and  other  relevant  departments,  e. g. 
Welfare,  Education,  Housing,  Police,  etc.  A  record  of  appreciation  must  be 
made  to  the  Police  Service  and  the  Ambulance  Service  for  the  invaluable  assistance 
afforded  this  Service  whenever  this  has  been  requested. 

(ii)  The  Hospital  Service:  The  Medical  officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the 

Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  co-operate  closely  with  the  Hospital  Psychiatrists 
in  connection  with  the  admission  (both  informal  and  compulsory)  of  patients  to 
hospital,  and  they  also  provide  reports  on  home  conditions  in  respect  of 
applications  for  Holiday  Leave,  and  progress  reports  on  patients  absent  from 
hospital  on  Holiday  Leave. 

A  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist  employed  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board  is  made  available  to  the  Local  Authority  on  a  sessional  basis.  In  addition 
to  his  child  guidance  work,  he  also  conducts  fortnightly  group  discussions  on 
subjects  of  interest  to  Medical  officers,  Health  Visitors,  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  etc.  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(iii)  General  Practitioners :  A  very  useful  liaison  exists  in  this  respect  by 

virtue  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council, 
and  the  Local  Medical  Committee. 

Pull  use  is  made  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  by  General  Practitioners  in  the 
County  Borough,  two  of  whom  are  approved  under  Section  28  of  the  Mental  Health 
Act  1959  for  the  purpose  of  making  medical  recommendations.  There  is  a  rapidly 
growing  tendancy  for  doctors  to  contact  this  Service  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
patient's  psychiatric  illness;  this,  in  conjunction  with  the  facilities  for 
domiciliary  visits  by  the  consultant  Psychiatrist  along  with  facilities  for  out¬ 
patient  management,  enables  many  patients  to  be  satisfactorily  treated  without 
admission  to  hospital. 

(iv)  Government  Departments  and  Vo lunt ary  Organisations:  Contacts  of  a 

reciprocal  nature  are  maintained  with  these  Departments  and  Organisations, 
especially  in  connection  with  problems  of  employment,  rehabilitation,  National 
Assistance,  probation,  etc.  Mutually  helpful  contact  is  also  maintained  with 
appropriate  voluntary  organisations  concerned  with  moral  welfare,  marriage 
guidance,  and  the  prevention  of  neglect  of  children. 
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( v )  The  Public:  An  increasing  number  of  the  general  public  approach  the 

department  seeking  advice  and  information  in  problems  concerning  mental  illness 
and  sub- normal ity.  This  is  a  favourable  development,  probably  indicating  both 
a  greater  awareness  of  the  available  sources  of  help  and  a  lessening  in  the 
social  stigma  in  connection  with  mental  disorder. 

The  Local  Health  Authority's  responsibilities  in  the  mental  health  field 
include  - 

(a)  the  ascertainment  of  cases  of  mental  illness  and  subnormality  in  the 
community, 

(b)  the  initial  proceedings  to  secure  the  admission  of  mentally  disordered 
persons  to  hospital  for  observation  and  treatment, 

(c)  the  care  and  after-care  of  mentally  disordered  persons  living  in  the 
community  and  the  provision  of  facilities  for  suitable  training  or 
occupation  for  such  persons. 

(b)  Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

During  the  year  under  review  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  showed 
further  increase. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals  (including  informal 
admissions)  was  235,  as  compared  with  212  in  1960.  The  main  difficulty  in  this 
field  was  the  problem  of  the  border  line  senile  dement.  (This  difficulty  may 
lessen  following  the  provision  of  Local  Authority  hostel  accommodation  for  the 
aged  mentally  infirm,  referred  to  later).  A  number  of  such  cases  found  to  be 
suffering  from  physical  illness  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Geriatrician: 
cases  not  requiring  hospital  admission  were  frequently  referred  to  the  Health 
Department  for  visiting  by  the  Health  Visitors,  Home  Nursing  Service,  or  Home 
Help  Service. 

Pull  advantage  was  taken  of  the  service  available  at  the  three  Psychiatric 
Clinics  -  St.  Thomas’  Clinic,  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  Clinic,  and  Rose  Mount 
Clinic,  Macclesfield.  Appreciation  must  be  expressed  here  for  the  friendly  and 
helpful  co-operation  received  from  the  staffs  of  these  clinics. 

During  1961  there  was  no  lessening  of  the  demand  for  beds  for  psychiatric 
cases  made  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Parkside  Hospital,  Macclesfield,  and 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  St.  Thomas’  Hospital  in  control  of  the  Bed  Bureau 
for  this  County  Borough,  and  appreciation  must  be  expressed  here  for  the 
consideration  and  co-operation  afforded  this  Service. 

In  the  subnormal  field  the  main  difficulty  was  in  finding  accommodation  in 
hospital  for  cases  of  severe  subnormality.  The  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board  has  continued  to  be  helpful  in  this  respect  when  at  all  possible,  especially 
in  the  provision  of  Short  Term  care.

Of  the  52  patients  admitted  for  observation,  two  had  to  be  detained  compulsorily 
for  treatment  under  Section  26,  but  many  others  remained  in  hospital  as  informal 
patients  following  the  period  of  compulsory  detention.  Of  the  9  emergency 
admissions  for  observation,  one  patient  died  and  one  other  was  discharged  during 
the  72-hour  observation  period,  the  remaining  seven  being  further  detailed  for  a 
28- day  observation  period. 

In  addition  to  the  above  patients  admitted  compulsorily,  171  patients  were 
admitted  informally  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals,  in  most  cases  with  the  advice  and 
help  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer.

A  24-hour  service  is  maintained  by  the  Mental  Health  Service.  A  rota  is 
issued  weekly  to  General  Hospitals  in  the  town,  Parkside  Bed  Bureau,  Consultant 
Psychiatrist,  Chief  Constable,  and  Ambulance  Service,  informing  them  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  on  duty  after  office  hours. 

General  Practitioners  have  been  informed  of  this  service  and  asked  to  contact 
the  Police  Department  for  the  name  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  on  duty.

Most  of  the  cases  who  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Mental  Health  Service 
for  friendly  supervision  are  referred  by  General  Medical  Practitioners,  parents, 
relatives,  the  Local  Education  Authority,  or  the  Prison  Medical  Service. 

When  a  new  case  is  notified,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  compiles  a  social  case 
history  and  this  forms  the  basis  for  deciding  the  degree  of  urgency  for  hospital 
care  or  attendance  at  a  training  centre. 

Close  liaison  exists  with  the  Local  Education  Authority  in  respect  of  child 
subnormality  cases  and  visits  are  made  to  the  homes  of  the  mentally  subnormal 
and  advice  given  to  parents. 

During  the  year,  1,016  such  visits  were  made  and  in  addition  20  visits  were 
made  to  handicapped  persons  (mostly  spastics)  in  order  that  no  case  of  severe 
subnormality  should  be  missed. 

(c)  Training  Centres 

Beacon  House  -  Junior  Training  Centre.

At  both  Training  centres  the  School  Meals  Service  continues  to  provide  hot 
mid-day  meals  at  which  opportunity  is  taken  to  give  instruction  in  simple  table 
manners.  The  meals  continue  to  be  of  high  nutritional  value,  and  free  milk  is 
supplied  to  all  pupils  attending  the  Centres. 

The  pupils,  transported  by  Corporation  bus,  both  to  and  from  the  Centres  from 
selected  points  en  route  are  away  from  their  homes  from  about  9  a.  m.  to  4  p.m. 
Mondays  to  Fridays,  inclusive.. 

During  the  year  each  pupil  attending  the  Centre  was  medically  examined  by  one 
of  the  School  Medical  Officers. 
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A  Christmas  Party  was  held  at  each  Centre  and  both  were  very  successful.  The 
Mayor,  Mayoress,  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  together  with  parents, 
enjoyed  the  concerts  at  both  Centres.  Several  organisations  and  individuals 
provided  gifts  for  the  pupils  and  these,  along  with  a  grant  from  the  Health 
Committee  enabled  every  pupil  to  receive  a  suitable  present.  Articles  which 
were  made  by  the  pupils  were  displayed. 

Under  arrangements  kindly  made  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Evening  chronicle, 
58  pupils  and  10  staff  spent  an  enjoyable  half-day  at  Belle  Vue  Circus  on 
December,  22nd. 

Some  twenty- four  pupils  spent  a  holiday  at  Llanfairfechan,  half  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  Local  Authority  and  half  by  the  local  branch  of  the  Society  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

The  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  continues  to  utilise  the  Centres 
for  practical  training  for  students  studying  for  their  examination. 

(d)  Progress  in  the  Provision  of  Mental  Health  Services 

Since  the  titles  and  functions  of  the  two  Occupation  Centres  were  changed  in 
1960,  to  Beacon  House  Junior  Training  Centre  and  Prospect  House  Adult  Training 
Centre  respectively,  a  much  greater  emphasis  on  clearly  defined  principles  of 
training  has  been  operative,  so  that  the  full  potential  of  the  subnormal  pupil 
may  be  achieved.  In  particular,  the  curriculum  at  Prospect  House  has  been 
widened  to  include  carpentry  and  many  other  handicrafts  with  the  intention  that 
this  wider  scope  may  represent  a  suitable  preparatory  phase  prior  to  work  in  a 
specially  equipped  industrial  training  centre. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation  to  be  provided  under 
Section  6  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  negotiations  are  still  proceeding  for  a 
site  in  Woodbank  Park  for  the  proposed  hostel  for  the  aged  mentally  infirm. 

A  site  in  Portwood  has  been  acquired  for  a  new  industrial  training  centre  and 
at  the  present  time  tenders  are  being  considered  for  its  erection.

Prevention  of  Illness  ■=>  Care  and  After  Care 
(a)  Health  Education 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  continued  its  endeavour  to  keep  the  public 
informed  on  health  matters9  and  of  the  preventive  measures  against  disease. 
Emphasis  was  again  made  on  Dental  Health  and  the  need  for  the  public  to  recognise 
the  possible  dangers  of  excessive  smoking  in  relation  to  cancer.  These  matters 
were  publicised  by  means  of  poster  displays  and  the  distribution  of  leaflets. 

Copies  of  'Better  Health’ ,  the  official  journal  of  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education,  have  again  been  distributed  to  the  public  through  the  medium 
of  the  Health  Department  and  Welfare  Centres.  A  booklet  entitled  “Advice  to 
Mothers  and  Fathers’  has  also  been  made  available  at  the  Welfare  Centres  and 
the  Centres  have  again  been  utilised  for  the  display  of  posters  and  distribution 
of  leaflets  on  a  variety  of  topics.  Similar  publicity  has  been  on  display  to 
members  of  the  public  visiting  the  Health  Department. 

A  new  issue  of  the  booklet  “A  Guide  to  the  Health  Services’  was  drafted  late 
in  1961  for  distribution  during  1962.  The  Guide  is  divided  into  three  sections 
which  cover  Local  Health  Authority  Services,  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 
and  Executive  Council  Services. 

The  booklet  will  be  issued  to  all  General  Practitioners,  opticians,  and  Chemists 
within  the  Borough,  and  also  to  all  Headmasters  and  Headmistresses  of  schools  in 
Stockport. 

Talks  are  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  mothers  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinics  and 
Mothercraft  Classes.  Also,  a  course  of  6  lectures  on  Mothercraft  and  personal 
hygiene  is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  girls  in  the  top  form  at  the 

Secondary  Modern  Schools.  At  the  end  of  the  course  there  is  a  test  and  a 

prize  of  15/"  is  awarded  by  the  Health  Committee  for  the  best  result. 

The  Welfare  Centres  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Stockport  Voluntary 
Committee  for  the  conduct  of  Mothercraft  Classes. 

In  January  and  February  of  this  year  the  Mobile  Broadcasting  Unit  fitted  with 
display  boards  was  used  to  publicise  the  visit  of  the  Mass  X~Ray  Unit  to  six 
areas  in  the  southern  half  of  Stockport.  In  addition,  local  newsagents  co¬ 
operated  in  the  distribution  of  b  aflets  to  householders  giving  dates  and  times 
of  sessions  in  the  various  areas.  (See  Appendix  for  full  Combined  Report). 

In  February,  a  polio  publicity  campaign  was  launched  directed  at  the  26“ 40  age 

group.  The  mobile  broadcasting  Unit  toured  Stockport,  notices  inserted  in  the 

local  press  and  outgoing  mail  was  specially  stamped. 

In  May,  the  “Pfizer’  Mobile  Vaccination  Unit  visited  the  town  for  one  week 
during  which  time  4, 065  persons  were  given  a  first  injection  against  Poliomyelitis. 
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(h)  (i)  Tuberculosis  =  B. C.G.  Vaccination 

B^C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No,  22/53  dated  5th  November,  1953. 

An  extension  of  the  existing  arrangements  was  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  (Circular  7/59)  to  include  children  over  13  years  of  age.  This  decision 
enabled  the  parents  of  any  child  who  previously  missed  B.  C.  G°  vaccination  to 
re-consider  the  benefits  of  this  scheme.  In  the  extended  age  group  119  consented 
and  of  this  number  95  were  vaccinated,  18  were  positive  reactors  and  the  remainder 
absent  etc. 

The  following  table  gives  in  detail  the  response  and  results  of  the  B,  C,  G- 
Vaccination  scheme  since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  January  1954  -

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  proportion  of  acceptances  from  children  in  the 

eligible  age  group  is  not  very  satisfactory  but  it  is  intended  to  intensify 
efforts  to  improve  the  response, 

X-Ray  examination  of  all  positive  reactors  has  been  previously  undertaken  by 
the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  but  in  order  to  comply  with  the  recommend¬ 
ations  of  the  Adrian  Report,  arrangements  are  now  made  with  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic.  Of  the  132  positive  reactors  (All  age 
groups),  124  attended  for  a  chest  X  Ray,  2  required  further  investigation  and  1 
was  referred  to  his  own  doctor  for  observation. 

Facilities  have  been  available  since  1954  for  the  skin  testing  of  children 

attending  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 

All  candidates  for  employment  involving  close  contact  with  infants  and 
children  have  had  X-ray  examinations  of  the  chest  before  appointment 

No  person  with  respiratory  tuberculosis  is  considered  for  such  employment 
unless  and  until  the  disease  is  certified  as  arrested,  i„ e. ,  has  been  quiescent 
for  two  years,  with  negative  sputum  in  this  period. 

The  Chest  Physicians  have  continued  to  give  B.C.G.  Vaccination  for  the 
protection  of  negative  re-actors  in  groups  of  persons  exposed  to  risk  of 
immediate  contact.  During  the  year  76  children  were  vaccinated  with  B,  C.  G.  at 

the  Chest  Clinic,  b.  C.G.  vaccination  is  also  made  available  for  all  babies 
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born  in  St.  Mary’  s  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  66  babies  were  vaccinated  there 
during  1961. 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  rehousing  of 
tuberculosis  families  and  new  housing  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  4 
families. 

Health  Visitors  undertake  visits  to  the  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  receipt 
of  notification,  and  they  are  also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  discharge  from  sanitoria.  visits  are  undertaken  at  three-monthly  intervals 
in  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  six-monthly  intervals  in  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  bones  and  joints,  and  yearly  in  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  skin. 
Additional  visits  are  paid  in  exceptional  cases.  The  Health  Visitors  also 
visit  homes  for  the  purposes  of  foil  owing- up  cases  where,  only  at  death,  was  the 
person  found  to  have  had  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  under  review,  Health  Visitors  made  119  first  visits  and  1,127 
visits  in  respect  of  after-care.

Physician  in  chargee, 
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(d)  Mental  Disorder  and  Mental  Subnormal ity 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  undertake  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  persons  of 
mental  subnormality  under  supervision*  on  licence,  or  discharged  from  Order, 
Escorts  to  Psychiatric  Clinics,  pre-care  and  after-care  visits  are  carried  out 
in  respect  of  patients  suffering  from  mental  disorder. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  maintains  Training  Centres  for  persons  of  mental 
subnormality  at  Derby  Road,  Heaton  Moor,  and  Whitelea  Drive,  Adswood.  A  detailed 
report  of  the  activities  of  these  Centres  is  to  be  found  on  pages  87  and  88  . 

Details  of  the  domiciliary  work  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health  Service  are 
given  on  pages  84 and  87. 

(e)  Other  Types  of  Illness 

Cases  notified  by  Hospital  Authorities  as  being  in  need  of  after-care  on 
discharge  from  hospital  have  in  the  main  been  attended  by  the  staff  of  the  Home 
Nursing  Service,  The  Health  Visitors  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service  have  also 
given  assistance  in  such  cases.  To  ensure  the  closest  liaison  between  the 
family  doctors  and  the  Local  Health  Authority,  contact  was  made  with  each  doctor 
by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  during  the  year. 

Informal  conversations  were  held  at  which  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  district 
was  present.  The  result  of  this  co-operation  has  been  of  great  benefit  to 
many  patients. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  again  been  devoted  to  old  people  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  both  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Service,  and  in  particular  to  cases  where  old  people  have  been  found  to  be  living 
in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  obtain  hospital 
treatment. 

(f)  Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus 

An  adequate  supply  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  is  made  available  by  the 
Home  Nursing  Service.  The  Voluntary  Committee  of  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor 
Nursing  Association  has  provided  supplies  of  bed  linen,  mattresses,  bed  rests, 
bed  pans,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  being  nursed  in 
their  own  homes.  This  Association  has  also  maintained  two  Mobile  Physiotherapy 
Units.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  voluntary  Committee  for  their  valuable 
assistance  in  this  work. 

(g)  Convalescent  Treatment 

As  in  previous  years,  Convalescent  Treatment  has  been  made  available  to  adults 
and  children.  Adults  are  generally  recommended  for  Convalescent  Treatment  by 
their  family  doctors,  whilst  children  are  recommended  by  School  Medical  Officers. 

In  all  cases  where  financial  assistance  is  requested,  family  incomes  are 
ascertained,  and  allowances  as  set  out  in  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  and 
subsequent  Amendments  are  deducted,  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  is  assessed  in 
accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  Board' s  recommended  scales. 
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During  the  year  6  children  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes,  as  compared  with 
9  during  the  previous  year. 

33  adults  were  provided  with  Convalescent  Treatment  during  1961,  as  compared 
with  25  during  1960c

The  usual  period  of  convalescence  is  two  weeks  for  adults. 

Strict  control  os  maintained  to  prevent  applicants  abusing  the  scheme  and 
having  an  annual  holiday  at  the  public  expense. 

It  is  a  requirement  of  the  Department  that  the  assessment  fee  should  be  paid 
before  final  arrangements  for  an  applicant's  admission  to  a  Convalescent  Home 
are  completed. 

(h)  Assisted  Chiropody  Service 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  been  operative  since  the  4th  April,  1960,  authorised 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  11/59,  for  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years, 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  for  expectant  mothers  who  are  unable  to  pay 
the  full  cost  of  such  treatment. 

The  service  is  provided  by  suitably  qualified  Chiropodists  at  four  Centres  in 
the  town  and  at  all  Welfare  Homes.  Provision  at  Brinnington  Clinic,  Heaton 
Chapel  Clinic  and  Reddish  Clinic  serves  the  northern  half  of  the  town,  whereas 
Ponsonby  House  Clinic,  easily  reachable  from  the  southern  half  of  the  town, 
adequately  serves  that  part.  For  those  persons  who  are  considered  by  their 
family  doctors  to  be  too  infirm  to  attend  the  clinic,  a  domiciliary  service  is 
available. 

Any  person  in  one  of  the  categories  mentioned  can,  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
medical  practitioner  or  a  district  nurse,  apply  for  an  assessment  form  which,  on 
completion,  is  scrutinised  at  the  Health  Department, in  order  that  the  amount 
payable  for  treatment  may  be  ascertained.  The  patient  is  then  forwarded  a 
sheet  of  vouchers  from  which  one  is  detached  by  the  Chiropodist  at  the  time  of 
treatment  who,  in  addition,  collects  the  amount  assessed  from  the  patient. 
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Although  the  service  has  been  operative  for  just  under  two  years  it  has  been 
clearly  shown  that  the  take-up  of  the  service  has  been  almost  exclusively  by  the 
elderly  and  that  the  demand  for  'domiciliary'  treatment  for  this  group  has  been 
the  greatest  single  call  on  the  service.  (It  may  be  that  handicapped  persons 
receive  the  necessary  attention  through  the  hospital  service  and  it  is  probably 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  relatively  small  number  of  expectant  mothers  who 
need  chiropody  treatment  make  their  own  arrangements).

For  convenience  in  comparing  the  earlier  Stockport  Survey  with  the  recent  one, 
the  figures  for  Stockport  North  and  South  have  been  combined. 

Details  of  the  results  of  the  Survey  are  shown  in  the  following  tables. 
Table  I  was  supplied  by  the  General  Register  Office,  and  is  based  on  a  ten  "per 
cent  sample  of  the  record  cards  compiled  during  the  Survey.  The  table  is 
considered  to  be  sufficiently  accurate  to  give  a  fairly  true  indication  of  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  various  examinee  groups. 

The  other  tables  have  been  compiled  from  the  individual  record  cards  and  are, 
therefore,  strictly  accurate.

L  (a)  The  number  X-rayed  from  industry  declined  only  slightly  on  the  1955 
figures,  in  spite  of  the  decreased  potential  due  to  the  closing  of 
several  large  works.  This  point  was  mentioned  in  the  comments  on  the 
survey  of  the  North  side  of  the  town  made  in  1959/60*  It  is,  therefore, 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  response  from  industry  has  in  no  way 
declined  since  1955*  probably  the  reverse, 

(b)  In  1955*  over  five  thousand  schoolchildren  were  X-rayed,  but  due  to  the 
changes  in  policy  since  that  time,  only  one  hundred  and  thirty  children 
in  a  special  group  were  examined  during  the  present  visit* 

(e)  For  the  first  time  since  1951,  the  public  were  invited  to  attend  the 
unit,  and  a  comprehensive  programme  of  visits  to  various  districts  of 
the  town  was  arranged.  The  results  were  somewhat  disappointing  but 
nevertheless  nearly  eight  thousand  members  of  the  public  attended  the 
sessions. 

2.  Fifty  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  close 
observation  were  found  compared  with  seventy- eight  in  the  last  survey 
of  1955;  the  incidence  rates  being  L  7  and  2 ,  8  per  thousand  respectively. 
This  fall  is  in  line  with  the  declining  incidence  throughout  the  country, 
but  it  is  still  above  the  average  for  the  Manchester  Region  as  a  whole* 

3.  Sixteen  cases  of  malignant  neoplasm  were  found,  mostly  men  at  or  above 
middle  age,  whereas  only  eleven  cases  were  found  in  1955. 

4.  Forty-seven  cases  of  congenital  and  acquired  heart  disease  were  found 
and  referred  for  further  investigation  and  treatment. 

All  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the  majority  for 
further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  hospital.  Thanks  should 
be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons  concerned  and  particularly 
to  Dr.  E.  R.  Smith  and  his  chest  team  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in 
dealing  with  the  majority  of  these  new  cases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Stockport  County  Borough  Council,  Dr,  J.  Yule,  and  members  of 
his  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  W.V.  S.  for  voluntary

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SECTION  IX 
Ambulance  Services 

(a)  General 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  been  fully  extended  and  the  year  shows  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  carried  and  mileage  run.  The  Radio  Communication 

System  established  early  in  1954  between  vehicles  and  the  Depot  has  proved  of 
great  value,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  service  could  have  been  maintained 
in  its  present  form  without  it.  This  installation  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
saving  of  mileage. 

Measures  have  continued  to  be  taken  to  reduce  any  abuse  of  the  service  by  those 
who  could  travel  by  ordinary  transport,  and  contact  has  been  made  with  Hospitals 
to  prevent  overloading  of  the  service  by  such  patients. 

Arrangements  continue  to  be  made  for  long  distance  cases  to  be  conveyed  by 
train  to  relieve  pressure  on  the  Ambulance  Service. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Ambulance  Depot  for  the  training  of  Civil 
Defence  Volunteers  and  this  training  is  undertaken  by  members  of  the  Ambulance 
Service, 

Of  the  35  Driver/ Attedants,  6  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  and  Home  Nursing 
Certificate,  and  29  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Certificate  only. 

(b)  Vehicles 

The  number  of  journeys  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of 
midwives  to  and  from  cases  was  1278. 

(c)  Garages 

No  structural  alterations  were  made  to  the  Ambulance  Depot  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Committee  has  decided  to  erect  a  new  Ambulance  Depot.  A  site  has 
been  chosen  at  Heaton  Lane.  The  area  is  the  subject  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order,

Co-ordinating  Committee  for  Neglected  Children 


This  committee,  which  was  formed  in  1951  as  a  result  of  a  recommendation 
contained  in  a  joint  circular  from  the  Ministeries  of  Health  and  Education 
and  the  Home  Office,  has  continued  to  meet  each  month  to  ensure  full  liaison 
between  all  authorities  concerned  with  the  prevention  of  neglect  or  ill-treatment 
of  children  in  their  own  homes.  The  Local  Authority  has  followed  the  suggestions 
contained  in  the  circular  to  ensure  that  the  most  effective  use  is  made  of 
existing  resources  and  consequently  the  committee  consists  of  all  officers  of 
the  Corporation  and  officers  of  Statutory  Bodies  concerned  with  the  well-being 
of  children  together  with  representatives  of  relevant  voluntary  organisations. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council  as  the 
Designated  Officer  responsible  for  enlisting  the  interest  of  those  concerned 
and  devising  arrangements  to  secure  full  co-operation  in  this  matter,  and  as 
such  acts  as  Chairman  at  each  meeting  of  the  co-ordinating  committee.

During  the  year  5  new  cases  were  reported,  and  4  cases  were  taken  off  the  list 
as  they  were  considered  sufficiently  rehabilitated  not  to  require  further

supervision*  New  referrals  to  the  Designated  Officer  for  inclusion  in  the  list 
of  cases  to  be  discussed  usually  derive  from  the  local  inspector  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  but  there  is  no  rule  about 
this  and  in  fact  any  relevant  officer  may  refer  such  cases  to  the  Designated 
Officer. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  rehabilitation  of  problem  families  is  a  far  from  easy 
task  and  in  many  cases  improvement  is  noted  only  very  slowly.  However  if  is 
probably  true  to  say  that,  by  offering  constructive  social  help  and  advice 
further  deterioration  of  domestic  circumstances  is  prevented.  Furthermore 
particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  children,  every  effort  being  made  to 
ensure  that  their  meals  and  clothing  are  adequate  and  that  they  are  receiving 
proper  care  and  in  this  respect  reference  must  be  made  here  to  the  outstanding 
work  of  the  local  inspector  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  to  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service,  and  to  the  Police  Clothing  Fund, 
all  of  whom  have  assisted  with  the  provision  of  household  necessaries  and 
clothing.  The  case  workers  from  the  Family  Service  Unit  have  also  been  very 
helpful  by  their  intensive  case- work  with  several  families,  and  they  have  also 
assisted  in  arranging  holidays  for  children  of  these  families.  The  Womens 
Voluntary  Service  has  also  been  very  active  in  arranging  such  holidays. 

The  Housing  Committee  has  again  been  of  great  assistance  in  re- housing  several 
families  during  the  year  where  the  need  was  great  and  the  families  deserving  of 
such  consideration. 

Despite  the  discouraging  features  mentioned  above,  there  is  always  the 
possibility  that  repeated  efforts  will  effect  rehabilitation,  though  this  may 
be  only  over  a  period  of  several  years.  The  fact  that  the  children's  interests 
are  being  safeguarded  is  of  incalculable  benefit  and  gives  added  stimulus  to 
the  work  of  the  committee. 
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
